and power, and it shall be his duty to 
notify the owner of the building or | 
equipment to cease using electric cur¬ 
rent in such dangerous equipment, and 
to have the defects in such equipment 
repaired, within a reasonable time, not 
exceeding Ten (10) days from the time 
of the notice. The electrical inspector 
is also authorized to give written notice 
to the company furnishing electric cur¬ 
rent to any such dangerous equipment 
to cease to supply the same until the 
defects are repaired. In prosecution for 
violation of the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion each day's neglect or refusal to 
comply herewith shall be deemed a sep¬ 
arate offense. 

Section 10. Nothing in this ordinance 
shall be so construed as in any way to 
restrict the installation of any wires, 
appliances, construction or equipment 
of any telephone, telegraph, district 
messenger or call bell systems or the 
connecting or disconnecting of any cur¬ 
rent measuring devices, and the same are 
hereby excepted from any of the fore¬ 
going provisions, excepting that ap¬ 
proved cut-outs or fuses must be pro¬ 
vided where such wires enter or leave 
buildings and where such wires are ex¬ 
posed to electric hazards between the 
way of entrance to a building and the 
terminal of an aerial cable. 

Section 11. When an application for 
a permit for wiring in, on or about any 
building is made, the person, firm or 
corporation desiring to install such 
equipment shall, before the permit is 
given, pay to the electrical inspector the 
following fees: 

The sum of One Dollar ($1.00) and in 
addition thereto the sum of Ten Cents 
(10c) for each outlet at which current 
is to be controlled or issued; 

For inspection of electrical apparatus 
for which no fee is herein prescribed, a 
fee of Fifty Cents (50c) per kilowatt, as 
determined by the capacity of the ap¬ 
pliance. apparatus, equipment or device 
inspected. 

Section 12. In cases where a building 
permit is necessary, the electrical per¬ 
mit shall not be issued until after the 
building permit has been issued. 

Section 13. All plumbing and other 
piping and tube work must be in place 
on work to be concealed before the elec¬ 
trical wiring is inspected, and no such 
wiring will he considered as completed 
until such piping is in place. Fpon 
making an inspection of any electrical 
equipment, the electrical inspector shall 
leave a notice at a conspicuous place 
on the building stating that the elec¬ 
trical work has been inspected by him 
and that a certificate of final inspection 
may he obtained from him. It shall be 
unlawful to lath, seal, or in any manner 
j conceal any electrical wiring or other 
' work until the same has been inspected
